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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

The Preliminary Amendment filed 10-25-01 has been entered. Claims 1-31 have 
been cancelled and Claims 32-41 have been added. Claims 32-41 are pending and 
have been considered on the merits in this Office Action. 

Specification 

The Specification is objected to for inconsistencies between the Drawings and 
the Brief Description of the Drawings. The Brief Description of the Drawings on page 5, 
lines 14-18 refers to minipigs Nos. a-d in lines 15 and 18. However, Figures 1 and 2 are 
labeled as Animal Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 4. This inconsistency may be corrected by 
amending the Brief Description of the Drawings to refer to Animal Nos. or Minipig Nos. 
1,2,3, and 4 rather than a, b, c, or d. Alternatively, the drawings may be amended to 
be consistent with the Brief Description. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 32-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claims 35 and 39 are indefinite because it is unclear as to whether they are 
properly dependent. Claims 35 and 39 depend from claims drawn to methods of 
treating a disease affectable by Factor Vila or prolonging the half-life of Factor Vila 
wherein the methods involve the use of modified factor Vila. However, Claims 35 and 
39 recite, "wherein the Factor Vila is recombinant human Factor Vila". The claims are 
confusing because they are unclear as to whether "the Factor Vila" refers to the Factor 
Vila that affects the disease to be treated or has a prolonged half-life, or to the modified 
FVIIa of the independent claims from which they depend. If "the Factor Vila" refers to 
the Factor Vila of line 1 of Claim 33, then Claim 33 is unclear as to how the method 
prolongs the half-life of recombinant human Factor Vila by using a modified factor Vila. 
If "the Factor Vila" of Claims 35 and 39 are referring to the modified FVIIa, then the 
claims should be amended (for example, "wherein the modified FVIIa is a modified 
recombinant human factor Vila". Clarification is required. 

Claims 32 and 33 (and dependent Claims 34-41) are indefinite because the 
claims are unclear as to the metes and bounds of "substantially the same biological 
activity". The term "substantially" is a term of degree. Such a term of degree is 
allowable if the specification either defines the term or provides some standard for 
measuring the degree such that one of ordinary skill in the art would understand the 
metes and bounds of what is claimed. In the instant case, the Specification does not 
provide any such definition or standard for determining what activities are considered 
"substantially the same". Moreover, factor Vila activities vary from assay to assay, from 
different purifications, or from different treatments. For example, the present 
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specification shows that the biological activity of the same factor Vila is different when 
measuring after subcutaneous injection versus intravenous administration (see Table 
3). Claims 34-41 are indefinite because they depend from Claims 32 and 33 yet do 
not correct the ambiguities therein. 

Claims 32 and 33 (and dependent Claims 34-41) are indefinite as what is 
considered "authentic". "Authentic" means real or genuine. Therefore, does "authentic" 
refer to all factor Vila proteins isolated from nature regardless of their sequences? Or, 
does "authentic include recombinant factor Vila sequences and if so, which sequences 
are considered "authentic"? In the present claims, the "authentic" factor Vila is used as 
a standard to measure activity levels. However, in order to determine when a particular 
modified factor Vila has substantially the same activity for blood coagulation as 
"authentic" factor Vila, knowledge the activity of the "authentic" factor Vila or knowledge 
of its sequence is required. Therefore, in this regard, the claims are unclear because 
the identity of "authentic" factor Vila is unclear. Clarification is required. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
R3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington } 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 32-41 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-10 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,310,183 in view of Nicolaisen et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,580,560). Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other. 

An obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the 
conflicting claims are not identical, but an examined application claim is not patentably 
distinct from the reference claims because the examined claim is either anticipated by, 
or would have been obvious over, the reference claim. See, e.g. In re Berg, 140 F.3d 
1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 
2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

In the present case, the claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,310,183 (the "183 patent) 
and the instant application are all drawn to methods for treatment by subcutaneously 
administering an effective amount of factor Vila or methods for prolonging the biological 
half-life of factor Vila being administered by administering a composition comprising 
factor Vila by subcutaneous injection. The claims of the '183 patent and the instant 
application differ in that the methods of the '183 patent claims are open to using any 
factor Vila whereas the methods of the instant application claims are limited to using 
modified factor Vila. However, the '183 patent defines factor Vila as including authentic 
factor Vila or modified factor Vila provided that such factor Vila has substantially the 
same biological activity for blood coagulation as authentic factor Vila (see Col. 5, lines 
11-15). Therefore, the claims of the '183 patent encompass using modified factor Vila. 
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The benefits of using a modified factor Vila in the method taught in the '183 patent 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary since modified factor Vila molecules were 
available that had increased half, as evidenced by Nicolaisen et al. Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a modified factor Vila, such 
as that disclosed in Nicolaisen et al., in the methods of treatment and prolonging the 
biological half life of factor Vila taught in the '183 patent. One would have been 
motivated to use the modified factor Vila of Nicolaisen et al. in the methods of the 183 
patent to optimize the bioavailability of factor Vila after administration into a patient; a 
common goal of both Nicolaisen et al. and the '183 patent. 



Conclusions 

No claims are allowable for the reasons described above. 

A thorough search of the art did not reveal any teaching or suggestion that the 
subcutaneous administration of FVIIa, specifically, would result in prolonged half-life of 
the FVIIa as compared to the half-life of factor Vila administered by other methods. 
Therefore, for this reason and for the reasons described in parent Application No. 
09/148,440, it appears that the claims are free of the prior art.

To all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that I, Ives Scoville, a citi- 
zen of the United States, residing at Oakland, 
county of Alameda, State of California, have 
5 invented an Improvement in Fruit-Slicing 
Machi nes ; and I hereby declare the following 
to be a full, clear, and exact description of 
the same. 

My invention relates to the class of slicing- 
io machines, and particular!}' to machines for 
slicing fruit, especially peaches after they 
have been peeled and the stones or pits re- 
moved. 

It consists of the parts and the const rue- 

15 tionsand combinations of parts hereinafter 
described and claimed. 

Figure 1 is a perspective of my machine. 
Fig. 2 is a detail showing the means for fas- 
tening the knives. 

20 A is a suitable stand or frame. Upon this 
is fixed a knife-support i n the form of an arch 
B, and to this are secured "in a suitable man- 
ner the knives 0. These are arranged or dis- 
posed in radial planes, and in the best form 

25 of the machine they are also set at an acute 
angle to the plane of the bed or frame, which 
said plane is that in which the movement of 
the fruit to the knives takes place. The 
knives may be secured to the arch, as I have 

30. stated, in any suitable manner, and for this 
purpose I have here shown them as being at- 
tached by means of yokes D and bolts dL 

In the frame or stand A is fitted and adapt- 
ed to slide a plate E, upon which is secured 

35 the fruit- holder F, This may be of any suit- 
able material, preferably of metal. It is semi- 
circular in cross-section, and its front end is 
recessed out to form a socket /, approximately 
a quarter of a sphere, and from this recess 

40 the carrier is slitted or slotted backwardly, 
as shown at/ 1 , said slots being separated by 
the width of the intercutting spaces, whereby 
the carrier may pass through between the 
knives. A reciprocating motion is imparted 

45 to this fruit-holder by any suitable means. 
In practice and for large machines there would 
be a power mechanism of some kind or a foot 
or treadle device or a hand-crank; but for 
the sake of illustration merely I have here 

50 shown a handle G, by which the reciprocation 
may be effected. 
The operation of the machine is as follows: 



Iu the preparation of peaches for slicing it 
is usual to p6el them and remove their pits 
or stones. These operations leave the fruit 55 
in halves. One of these halves, such as is 
represented by H, is laid flat down upon the 
sliding plate E, so that its circumference fits 
within the recess of the holder F. Said holder 
is now moved toward the knives and the fruit 60 
is carried through between them and is there- 
by cut into radial slices. All these slices will 
be of the same size and appearance and all 
may be used, thus avoiding waste, and at the 
same time providing an attractive-looking 65 
product. 

Although I have herein described the fruit 
as being carried to the knives, it is obvious 
that a reverse movement may be provided 
for by having the froit stationary and the 7° 
knives carried to the fruit without depart- 
ing from the spirit of my invention. It will 
also be noted that in this operation, by rea- 
son of the knives being set at an acute angle 
to the plane or path of movement of the fruit, 75 
the cutting action will be more iu the nature 
of a draw cut iu that it does not take place 
all at once, but is gradual in its effect. 

Having thus described my invention, what 
I claim as new, and desire to secure by Letters 80 
Patent, is — 

1. In a frnit^slicer, the combination, with 
means for slicing the fruit, of a fruit-holder 
having a recessed end to form a segmental 
socket to receive the end Of* the fruit, and 85 
having a horizontal forwardiy-projoctingsup- 
port upon which the fruit rests while being 
advanced to the slicing devices. 

2. Ift a fruit-slicer, the combination, with 
means for slicing the froit, of a horizontally- 90 
slidable fruit -holder having a segmental 
socket in one end into which the end of the 
fruit is placed, and having an underlying sup- 
port or bottom, movable with it and upon 
which the severed side of the fruit rests dor- 95 
ing the slicing operation, said holder being 
slitted or slotted from the recessed end back- * 
wardly to permit the fruit to pass the slicing 
devices. 

3. In a fruit-slicer, the combination, of a 100 
series of radially-disposed knives and a slid- 
able horizontal support or plate, for the fruit, 
provided with a holder made semicircular in 
cross- section and having its front end re-

cessed to form a socket which approximates 
a segment and into wh ich the f rnit is received , 
said holder being slitted or slotted from its 
socket end backwardly. 
5 4. In a machine for slicing fruit, the corn^ 
bination, of a frame or stand, an arched knife- 
support secured thereto, a series of radially- 
disposed knives in said support, yokes and 
bolts for securing the knives to the arch and 

io a horizontal slide in the frame, upon which 
the fruit is supported, having a slitted or slot- 
ted holder with a socket end to receive the 
fruit and hold it while it is being carried to 
and operated upon by the knives. 

15 5. In a machine for slicing fruit, the com- 
bination, of a series of fixed radially- disposed 
knives and a horizon tally-slidable support for 
halved fruit, comprising a holder of arched 
form having its forward end slitted or slotted 

20 and provided with a curved recess to receive 
one end of the frnit to be sliced. 

6, In a machine for slicing fruit, the com- 
bination of fixed knives or cutters, a horizon- 
tally-slidable plate upon which the fiat side 

*5 of a severed or divided fruit is placed and an 
arched, longitudinal ly-slitted holder on said 
plate back of its front edge, having its front [

end provided with a curved recess to receive 
the circumference of the fruit. 

7. In a f ruit^slicing machine, the coinbina- 30 
tion of a series of radially-disposed knives and 
a horizontally-slidabie fruit-holder, consist- 
ing of a slotted block adapted to receive the 
knives whereby the fruit is cut into radial 
slices, said block having a recessed front to 35 
receive the fruit and a floor extension on 
which the fruit is supported. 

8. A fruit -slicing machine comprising a 
suitable frame or stand, an arch carried there- 
by, a series of radially - disposed inclined 40 
knives carried by the arch, a plate mounted 
and adapted to slide in said frame or stand 
and form a support for the severed side of the 
fruit prior to and during the slicing opera- 
tion, and a fruit-holder carried by said plate 45 
back of its front edge, and having a recessed 
f rout for the end of the fruit, with backwardly- 
ex tending slots to receive the knives.
